TY FINANCE BL 
PASSED BY SENATE 
READY FOR SIGNING 


City Leaders Studying 
Ordinances Needed To 
Put New Measure in 
Effect With as Little: 
Time Loss as Possible. 


HARTSFIELD ASKS 
FOR WISE ECONOMY 


Atlanta Revenue Will Be 
Increased to Point 
Where Municipality 
May Solve Problems. 


Eventual relief from Atlanta’s per- 
ennial fiscal problems was seen yes- 
terday in passage of the omnibus 
bill by the Georgia state senate. 

Governor Rivers is expected to 
affix his signature to the measure 
within the next day or two and city 
leaders yesterday already had begun 
a preliminary study of municipal 
problems with a view of making 
provisions of the law effective as 
soon as practicable. 

Under the omnibus measure, city 
revenue will be increased about 
$1,400,000 for two years, when it 
will drop about $300,000, due to 
limiting provisions. 

Major provisions of the bill are: 

1. Fixation of the city water rate 


side 


within, certain limitations by the 
city for a period of five years, thus 
eliminating the charter restrictions for 
that period. 

2. Adjustment of the city sanitary 
tax law to enabie the municipality to 
collect what the service costs. A tax 
of $3 per unit served is now in force 
but H. J. Cates, superintendent, as- 
serts it cost the municipality $6.07 
for each service last year. 

3. Removal of the $300 maximum 
charge for city business licenses. 

4. Increase of the ad valorem tax 
rate two mills for two years and one 
mill for the ensuing three years. 

Schools To Benefit. 

City schools will benefit to the tune 
of 30 per cent in all increases in 
revenue, under provisions of the bill, 
thus the amount available for imme- 
diate city use will be cut by that 
figure. 

Mayor Hartsfield last night was 
elated at the passage of the measure, 
asserting “it means the salvation of 
the city.” 

_He added that, in order to pay the 
city out of debt and place it on a 
cash basis, strict economy must be 
practiced in administration, and that 

ea dime must be applied to this 
end. 

“We must keep our eyes on the ob- 
jective to place Atlanta on an even 
financial keel with this additional 
money,” the mayor said. “We must 
not waste any of it, nor can we ex- 
pend any of it for purposes for which 
it was not intended. 

Must Pass Ordinances. 

All those provisions must be made 
operative through passage of city ordi- 
mances making them effective. We 
have a lot of studying yet to do be- 
fore we can make any fntelligent rec- 
ommendations. The water rate must 
be considered carefully. We propose 
to make the increases to pay the city 
out of debt as painless as possible. 
Then; too, there is the sanitary tax. 

_ “Constitutional amendments permit- 
ting the city to refund relief bonds 
which we now have outstanding from 
the present 10-year life of the bond 
to 30 years, will reduced the immediate 
drain on the treasury for these bonds. 
They, however, must be met over the 
30-year period. We also will be per-

JAMES ROOSEVELT | 


CHALLENGES FOES 
OF COURT REFORM 


F.D.R. Given Mandate To 
Repair National ‘Watch’ 
‘Before It Is Too Late,’ 
He Asserts in Athens. 


Text of Roosevelt’s Address 
Will Be Found in Page 4

ATHENS, Ga., March 19.—James 
Roosevelt stood before nearly a thou- 
sand cheering Democrats of Georgia 
tonight at the Athens victory dinner 
and carried to them the fight to re- 
organize the federal judiciary. 

He charged the judiciary “has been 
able to take advantages of circum- 
stances to set itself aloof and apart 
from the will of the people.” 

Tall and slim and very solemn, he 
defended the President’s and his 
father’s plan, saying the court had 
failed to remain within its sphere of 
action and had thus failed to co-op- 
erate in a democratic form of govern- 
ment, 

He had heard Governor Rivers, the 
chief executive of Georgia, say to him 
that Georgia was behind the program 
of the President, his father, exactly 
100 per cent. And then Governor 
Rivers had paused to await the dy- 
ing of applause, and then had said, 
raising his voice, ‘and that goes for 
the revamping of the supreme court. 
The senate of Georgia has approved 
it 100 per cent, and in counties where 
referendums have been held, the vote 
has been six and eight and ten to one 
in favor of the President’s plan.” 

Fortson Is Speaker. : 

He had heatd Judge Blanton Fort- 
son, judge of the county's superior 
court, say that if the supreme court 
adhered to its present interpretation 
of the constitution, it would be impos- 
sible for the states and the nation to 
enact legislation which would prevent 
another and greater social and eco- 
nomic catastrophe. 

The President’s son arose to speak 
with confidence. The setting was a 
which only Georgia 
could have provided. 

Across the front .of the speakers’ 
table were bowls of pink and white 
peach blossoms.

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MURPHY CONFERS 
10 END SH-DOWN 
INDETROIT PLANTS 


Arrest of 6,000 Strikers 
Occupying Eight Facto- 
ries of- Chrysler Cor- 
poration Is Ordered. 


DETROIT. March 19.—(4)—Gover- 
nor Frank Murphy brought together 
executives of the Chrysler Corporation 
and the United Automobile Workers 
of America tonight a few hours after 
the arrest of 6,000 sit-down strikers 
occupying the company’s eight auto- 
motive plants had been ordered. 

The Governor had been in confer- 
ences throughout the day seeking 
peaceful evacuation of the strikers 
from their plants. After talking with 
union leaders in the afternoon he met 
with Chrysler executives tonight. 

A while after K. T. Keller, presi- 
dent of the corporation, and B. FE. 
Hutchinson, finance chairman, entered 
the Governor’s hotel suite Homer 
Martin, president of the U. A. W. A., 
and Richard T. Frankensteen, its or- 
ganizational director, joined them. 

Just befere the night conferences 
began Governor Murphy said _ the 
Chrysler labor dispute “is moving 
along rapidly and satisfactorily.” 

In New York Secretary of Labor 
Perkins said there might be a “break” 
in the situation at any moment. She 
said she might confer with Walter P. 
Chrysler, chairman of the corpora- 
tion’s board, or John L. Lewis, strike 
generalissimo, before leaving. for 
Washington.

NEW YORK, March 19.—(4)—The 
Téxtile Workers’ Organizing Commit- 
tee fired its opening salvo in a far- 
flung unionization campaign tonight 
by declaring that “chaotic and de- 
moralizing’’ conditions in the indus- 
try has “tended to keep down Ameri- 
can wage standards generally. In a 
statement of policies and objectives, 
the textile workers’ branch of John L. 
Lewis’ Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization said its immediate aim 
was to build, in an “orderly” man- 
ner, a permanent collective bargain- 
ing agency for the industry’s 1,250,- 
000 workers. 

“Tt will be our aim,’ the state- 
ment said, “to avoid industrial strife, 
if we are met in a reasonable spirit 
by the employers, and to establish the 
machinery for peaceful industrial re- 
lations on a lasting basis.” 

Questioned about the possibility of 
another general textile strike, such 
as occurred in 1934, Chairman Sidney 
Hillman smiled and shrugged his 
sHoulders. ‘“‘Well, of course if they 
resist,” he said, “we can’t tell what 
might happen.”’

HONOLULU, March 19.—(/)—En- 
gineers’ found . “a potential disaster” 
tnreat’ ‘in. Amelia Earhart’s $80,000 
flying laboratory today but failed to 
deter her in preparing for one of the 
most dangerous phases of her project- 


ed aerial dash around the world. 

To assure a daytime landing at un- 
iighted Howland island, Miss Earhart 
decided late today to begin her hop 
about 1 a. m. tomorrow (5:30 a. m. 
Atianta time) if the weather is fa- 
vorable. 

Wilbur Thomes. motor expert, said 
an examination disclosed the’ propeller 
bearings were almost dry when she 
sped in to Honolulu vesterday at the 
finish of a record flight from Oak- 
land. 

He asserted the condition might 
have forced Miss Earhart down at sea 
had she taken. off yesterday as orig- 
inally planned on the lap to tiny How- 
land island, 1,532 miles to the south- 
west, never before covered by an air- 
pane, 

Improper Oil Blamed. 

The expert, who came here espe- 
cially to check the plane’s motors, sajd: 
improper lubricants at Oakland, start- 
ing ‘point of the world flight, caused 
the dangerous situation. ., 
' Although she landed at Wheeler 
field, 35 miles from here, on the rec- 
ord-smashing flight of 15 hours, 
51 1-2 minutes from the California 
mainland, Miss Earhart elected to use 
Tuke. field, the-army airport, for the 
Howland takeoff. There she had the 
advantage of a concrete runway y 

Howland, because of its almost 
miseroscopic size, offered a challenge 
te Miss Earhart and her navigators, 
Harry Ling and Fred Noonan, but

HONOLULU, March 19.—When 
my Lockheed touched wheels at Wheel- 
er field yesterday at dawn, I plan- 
ned té continue to Howland Island 

late in the afternoon. 

However, after seeing the weather 
map of the territory to be traversed, 
prepared by the navy’s “ehief aero- 
grapher, Theodore Lindeman, it seem- 
ed better to wait one day. 

The data for that forecast came 
from Howland Island itself, gathered 
there by the coast guard cutter Sho- 
shone. Lindeman showed me on the 
map, a blue and red line running 
north and south in the vicinity of 
Hawaii. It indicated a “weather 
front” moving slowly west to east. 
Behind it followed more normal 
weather. 

Expect Broken Clouds. 

Once this disturbance is out of the 
way, I can expect broken clouds be- 
ginning at two or three thousand feet 
and rising. to four or five thousand 
feet, then higher and higher as the 
flay progresses—much ‘the same as 
those which lay on the first portion 
of the course from Oakland.  Inci- 
dentally, I am told similar forma- 
tion is likely to be with me over the 
entire Pacific. 

Favoring northeast winds are pre- 
dicted, which would help the Electra 
on its course straight from Hawaii 
to Howland Island. In those very 
favoring winds lies a major problem. 
It is not often that speed is a han- 
dicap, but this time it is. .For if I 
go too fast, I am likely to arrive 
too soon at my destination. 

The distance between Hawaii and 
Howland is 1,532 miles. I prefer to 
leave in daylight, in the later after- 
noon. At 150 miles per hour the trip 
should take abdotit 10 hours. Of course, 
there are no night landing facilities at 
Howland Island, so I must arrive 
there in daylight. The problem. is-how 
I can fly slowly enough with my fast 
plane, plus tail winds, to accomplish 
both a daylight take-off and a day- 
light arrival. :

NEW LONDON, Texas, March 19. 
(AP)—An expert’s “positive opin- 
ion that the blast which killed some 
425 school children and teachers in 
the London Consolidated school 
may have been generated in the 
very walls. of their classroom 
spurred investigation tonight of the 
nation’s worst school disaster. 

Dr. E. P. Schoch, University of 
Texas chemistry professor who is 
rated as an expert on gas exe 
plosions, said “it (the explosion) 
came from either the basement or 
the hollow tile walls which are ex- 
cellent gas chambers.” 

“tam reasonably certain in which 
one of these sections it occurred 
and have very little evidence to sup- 
port an explosion in the other.” 

He inspected the tangled wreck- 
age from which 2 thousand men 
hauled the bodies of the trapped tic- 
tims and asserted he found many of 
the gas radiators without proper 
flues. 


One Satisfactory Vent. 

Of six radiators left intact after the 
explosion, Dr. Schoch said he found 
only one with a satisfactory vent. 

“It’s simple,” he said. “The walis 


were filled with gas that had no 
other exit. Then there was a spatk, 
and the walls burst. 

“The condition of the bodies of 
those children bears that out. They 
were blown (he emphasized the word) 
to death—not burned to death. 

School Superintendent W. C. Shaw, 
who lost a son in the tragedy, had 
said he believed seeping gas from the 
adjacent oil fields caused the blast. 

“Hot Oil Theory.” 

Most theories as to the cause of the 
explosion traced back of the oil op- 
erations on which the communities 
served by the school depend. Al Dech- 
man, of San Antonio, former investi- 
gator for the Texas Railroad Com- 
mission, oil regulating body, suggest- 
ed “hot oil” runners might be respon- 
sible. ~ 

Dechman explained in regular op- 
erations the gas Which comes up with 
the oil is burned in flares. Such 
flares, however, ehow the well in op- 
eration and persons producing. oil 
above their allowable permits some- 
times operate without the flares, per- 
mitting the gas to escape. 

Dechman’s theory was that gas thus 
freed collected in the basement and 
ignited. 

Weary workmen who toiled throu 
the night and day, burrowing in thé 
twisted wreckage for bodies, complet- 
ed the task late today, after 425 vic- 
tims had been removed, with the state- 
ment of Colonel E. E. Parker, com- 
mander of national guard forces which 
held the territory under martial law: 

' 425 Bodies Recovered. 

“The job is finished. We estimate 
425 bodies were lifted from the ruins, 
Maybe moré.” 

The shell of the school building 
lay silent, its steel, bricks and tile 
scattered over a vast area. 

Occasional muffled sobs of an- 
guished parents, most.of them shut in 
their homes ‘with their grief, broke the 
funeral quiet. 

Around the scene of the blast it- 
self, where last night men strained in 
tremendous labor,. and machines 
clanked through the grim task of un- 
covering bodies, the only activity was 
an occasional visit by authorities or 
residents seeking to ascertain the 
cause of the appalling destruction.

HULL WARNS NATINS 
~ TO CHANGE COURSES

World Armament Race 
Cited as Danger by State 
Secretary. _ 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—(UP) 
A warning by Secretary of State Cor- 
dell Hull that the world armament 
race and generally chaotic internation- 
al relations threaten a disastrous mili- 
tary or economic catastrophe unless 
other nations change ‘their course 
‘within a year or so, was presented to 
congress today. : 

The United States is doing its best 
to “arrest this disastrous trend” by 
“preaching and practicing” a program 
of equality and fair play among all 
nations, Hull said in secret testimony 
made public by the house appropria- 
tions committee. 

“Many worthwhile international re- 
lationships have beén neglected, flout- 
ed or abandoned. There has been a 
tendency among nations to drift apart 
and into conditions of les smutual un- 
derstanding, less real friendliness to- 
ward each other, and less effort to co- 
operate for common progress.” 

Hull pointed to the concrete co-oper- 
ate peace program developed for this 
half of the world at the recent Inter- 
American peace conference as an exam- 
ple of practical action offering ‘‘en- 
couragement at a time of very serious 
disturbances in many parts of the 
world.”

Several attorneys, representing Dr.

Then the judge ruled: “I am deep- 
ly touched by the sincerity of Dr. 
Green and well understand the posi- 
tion he is taking. In view of his 
frank and honest opinion in which he 
admits the law is against him, I can 
therefore do for him something I other- 
wise could not and uphold the dignity 
of the court. He has had punishment 
enough for his refusal to answer the 
question yesterday so I declare that 
charge dismissed and will dea] with 
today’s contempt charge. I will ae- 
cept his statement as an honest but 
misguided opinion. 

Fine Mandatory. 

‘But, to uphold the dignity of the 
court I must hold him in contempt for 
refusal to answer the question today. 
The court hereby orders him to pay 
a fine of $25, and order he be given 
several days in which to pay the fine, 
after which the sheriff will be. di- 
rected to issue an execution if the 
fine has not been paid.” 

Friends of the doctor immediately 
began collection of a purse to pay the 
doctor’s fine.

Dr. Green was testifying in the 
damage suit brought by Mrs. E. E.

Legal and medical opinion was that 
the case was most unfortunate as they 
considered both the judge and the 
doctor right.

HOUSE BODY APPROVES 


APPROPRIATIONS BL L 


Group Votes Funds 'To Opers 
ate Four Governmental 
Departments. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—(UP) 
The house appropriations committee 
today favorably reported a bill pro- 
viding $121,222,000 for operations of 
the State, Justice, Commerce and 
Labor Departments during the 1938 
fiscal year. 

The bill slashes President Roose- 
velt’s budget estimates for the four 
departments by $3,076,887.40 but calls 
for a $3,418,405 increase over current 
appropriations. 

The committee explained that most 
of the increase was accounted for by 
a $3,000, appropriation to the 
Bureau of Air Commerce for launch- 
ing a program of extending and im- 
proving its navigation aids to safety in 
the air. The bureau also is author- 
ized to make contracts for $2,000,000 
additional expenditure during the 1939 
fiscal year in carrying forward its 
contemplated three-year $10,000,000 
expansion program.

The senate also tacked on a $25 
license fee for wholesale tobacco deal- 
ern and a $1 license fee for retail- 
ers. 

Another senate amendment would 
make the bill effective April 1 in- 
stead of upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor. 

House rates on cigars and cigarets 
were not changed. The rate on popu- 
lar brand cigarets would be increased 
from 1 1-2 cents a package of 20 to 
3 cents. Cigar rates would be low- 
ered slightly on most varieties. 

Completing the tobacco tax bill, the 
senate turned immediately to the un- 
employment insurance tax which it 
passed, 34 to 0. Clarifying amend- 
ments will necessitate the bill going 
back to the house before reaching the 
Governor.

Tells Committee.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—The 
Department of Justice appropriation 
bill, reported to the honse today, rec- 
ommends $932,610 for the Atlanta fed- 
eral penitentiary during the next fis- 
cal year, which is $38,470 greater 
than for the current fiscal year and 
a decrease of $9,300 under the 1938 
budget estimate. 


The appropriations committee, of 


Malcolm C., 
Tarver, of Georgia, is a high-ranking 
majority member, gave $39,425,000 
for the needs of the whole department 
and the judiciary. This amount, if 
approved by congress, will result in a 
reduction of $838,689 under the budget 
estimates and a reduction of $1,931.- 
125 under the appropriations for the 
current fiscal year, so that the At- 
lanta penal institution didn’t fare so 
badly after all. 

Representative Tarver is next rank- 
ing member to Chairman MeMillan, ‘of 
South Carolina, on the subcommittee 
which framed the justice appropria- 
tion bill. He played a conspicuous 
part in drafting the recommendations. 

More Guards Needed. 

The major share of the increase 
($47,770), was requested by Sanford 
Bates, former director of the federal 
bureau of prisons, who testified at the 
hearings on the bill that 15 new 
guards or junior officers, of whom five 
were required by the new leave laws, 
at $1,860, totaled $27,900; one assist- 
ant parole officer at $2,000, and one 
clerk in the parole office at $1,620, 
were badly needed. This made a total 
personnel increase of $31,520. 

“The population of the prison esti- 
mated for 1938,” he told the subcom- 
mittee, “is 2,900, whereas the last 
appropriation was allowed on the ba- 
eis of only 2,555. That accounted for 
the increase in the maintenance and 
operation on the basis of population 
of $62,963, whereas there is a_  de- 
crease in the per capita due to the 
fact that we are estimating 50 cents 
for 1938 as against 55 cents for 1937. 
There is an offset decrease of $47,713, 
or a total] net increase of maintenance 
and operation of $15,250, which makes 
a total estimated increase of $47,770.’ 

He testified that cost per prisoner 
per day at the penitentiary had aver- 
wzed this year. so far, 48.6 cents, and 
an estimate for the next year was 
placed at 50 cents. This estimate 
corresponds closely to these made for 
other federal prisons such as Leaven- 
worth and the federal jail at New 
Orleans. 

Director Bates further testified that 
if the committee would grant his re- 
quest for an increase this year in pa- 
role officers, senior warden aesistants 
and parole clerks, he would not be 
coming back for additional increases 
because a standardized educational set- 
up was being perfected for Atlanta as 
well as other penal institutions. 

Budget Estimates. 

Budget estimates for offices of war- 
den’s assistants and parole officer at 
Atlanta, are $2,600 for one senior 
warden’s assistant: $2,000 for two 
junior warden’s assistants; $1,860 for 
one clerk and $1,620 for a second 
clerk. 

The estimate for one parole officer 
is $2,300 and $1,800 for one clerk. 

Discussing prison guards, Director 
Bates said if there was ever an in- 
stitution where the government was 
short of guards, that institution was 
the Atlanta penitentiary. 

In anewer to a question put to him 
by Representative Tarver, Mr. Bates 
declared that he needed additional 
guards at Atlanta in order that extra 
periods of service would not be re- 
quired of the present guard force. 

We need 10 more guards at At- 
lanta to bring the~force up to its 
proper level, and we need five more 
in order to give 26 days annual leave 
instead of 15,” he asserted. 

In explaining the deficiency of $89,- 
300 in the appropriation estimate for 
Atlanta penitentiary, for this year, the 
director explained that the sole reason 
for that was an increase in the popu- 
lation. 

“We were allowed an appropriation 
for 19387 on ehe basis of 2,555 men, 
and average from July 1 to December 
31 has been at the rate of 2,934 men,” 
he concluded. 

Mr. Bates resigned as director of 
the Federal Bureau of Prisons on 
February 1, last, to become an ex- 
ecutive of the Boys’ Club of Ameri- 
ca, Incorporated. He was highly 
thought of in prison reform circles.

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FLOOD U.S: COURT HERE 
TYSINGER DECLARE 
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Jones Amendment To Dry 
Law Is Cause, Attorney 
- Tells Legal Fraternity. 


The present flood of habeas corpus 
writs in the United States district 
court in Atlanta is the result of the 
famous Jones five and ten amendment 
to the national prohibition act, passed 
in 1929, United States Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney H. H. Tysinger told 
members of the Sigma Delta Kappa 
law fraternity at their monthly meet- 
ing last night. 

Tysinger pointed out that most of 
the habeas corpus law interpretations 
in the United States have been made 
in this district and circuit. This has 
arisen from the fact that the Atlanta 

nitentiary is the only one in the 

nited States located in a city where 
the federal court has headquarters. 
Another factor has been the large 
number of prohibition violators incar- 
cerated here, with the resultant en- 
larged field for habeas corpus actions, 
particularly in relation to the Jones 
amendment. 

Tyvsinger told members of the fra- 
ternity that the Jones amendment 
was found to be too strict, and that 
kater the Stobbs amendment was 
passed, creating certain exceptions in 
the Jones law, and providing among 
other things that where not more than 
one gallon of whisky was involved, the 
crime was reduced to a misdemeanor, 
punishable by imprisonment for not 
more than six months, 


Act Not Publicized. 

This act, he said, was not pub- 
licized and district attorneys continued 
to use indictment forms in which the 
amount was not specified. In the 
first case contested on a habeas corpus 
writ, it was held that the punishment 
where the indictment did not specify 
any amount could be only the lowest 
degree, carrying the six-month max- 
jmum. 

“Now the prisoners knew nothing 
of the law,” he said, “but they knew 
that men sentences up to five 
years whose offenses involved large 
quantities of whisky were being re- 
leased on habeas‘corpus after serving 
only six months. This. was some- 
thing good; it was even better than 
parole. Something resembling the 
California -e rush occurred. Sad 
to relate, the flood of writs brought 
into prominence the truth of the old 
adage that ‘to err is human.’ Many 
other grounds for habeas corpus were 
discovered and developed. Many sen- 
tences fell by the wayside, and even 
departmental rulings and regulations 
“vere not exempt. A great variety of 
decisions resulted involving all kinds 
of federal law. A steady stream of 
writs has continued since. 

Counsel for All Indigent Prisoners. 

One change in procedure arising 
from a writ decided in this district is 
that involving right of appointment of 
counsel for indigent defendants, Tys- 
inger said. Prior to the decision, 
counsel was never appointed in any 
but capital cases. Following the de- 
cision, the attorney general ordered 
a procedure change guaranteeing that 
all indigent prisoners are given coun- 
sel, Tysinger declared. 

A case now pending before the court 

involves the fugitive felon act, and 
the decision is expected to have wide 
ramifications. 
_ Tysinger, who handles all-habeas 
corpus cases under’ direction of Dis- 
trict Attorney Lawrence Camp, told 
fraternity members that “We have in 
this district definitely settled the 
rather inchoate state of the law per- 
taining to indictments which are at- 
tacked by habeas corpus.” 

The assistant district attorney in 
his talk outlined the history of the 

abeas corpus writ from the days of 

ancient Rome through the English pe- 
riod of development into the present 
status of the writ in the United 
States. He pointed out that the only 
mention of the writ in the United 
States constitution is a provision that 
“the privilege of the writ of habeas 
corpus will not be suspended, except 
when in cases of rebellion or invasion 
the public safety may require it.” The 
privilege of the writ was too defi- 
nitely implied in the idea of a free 
form of government to need any for- 
mal assertion or confirmation, Tysin- 
ger said.

SANTEE-COOPER COST 


Jersey Engineer Forecasts 
$53,000,000 as Against 
PWA’s $37,500,000. 


COLUMBIA, §. C., March 19.—(#) 


Testimony that the cost of construct- 
ing the proposed Santee-Cooper hydro- 
electric plant would exceed $53,000,000 
was injected today into hearings on 
the case by three power companies 
which seek to restrain the PWA from 
financing the project. 

Application to the PWA put the 
cost at $37,500,000. 

In hearings before Federal Judge 
Glenn, Alexander C. Clogher, consult- 
ing engineer of Englewood, N. J., tes- 
tified not only would the cost exceed 
expectations, due _ to substantial 
changes essential to its operation, but 
advanced costs would cause it to op- 
erate at an annual loss of. $521,000. 

Clogher estimated the life of the 
plant at 50 years. He further testified 
his estimate of the maximum annual 
output of the plant was smaller than 
that given in the application. 

A deposition by Dr. Warren 4G. 
Meade, head of the geology depart- 
ment of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, set forth construction of 
the project was “perfectly feasible and 
safe if proper modern’ engineering 
methods are followed.” 

The Federal Power Commission 
entered the case by the admission of 
Willard Gatchell, Washington, as 
friend of the court.

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THE TEXAS TRAGEDY 

A pall of sorrow lies today over 
all America. From every state, every 
city, town, village and rural home, 
the heart of the people beats slow- 
ly in sympathy with those distraught 
souls at New London, Texas, who 
weep over the still bodies of their 
children. 

The tragedy in that great school, 
wiping out in a moment of unut- 
terable horror hundreds of glowing 
young lives, has stunned the nation. 

All aid that America can give is 
flowing fast to the stricken town. 
The Red Cross and all the other 
agencies of humanity have rushed 
to help the stricken. Everything 
that can humanly be done is being 
done and will be done. Of that 
there can be no doubt. 

Today, though, there pours a 
great flood of silent comfort from 
every section of the country. From 
President Roosevelt at Warm Springs 
to the humblest citizen of the land, 
lwritten or unspoken words of un- 
derstanding go fo the bereaved. 

Reasons for such a tragedy are 
hard ta comprehend. It comes, 
without warning, and those held 
most dear are taken in a flash. The 
mother and father hearts of an en- 
tire community one moment beat in 
prideful joy and highest earthly 
hope; the next they lie prostrate in 
the dust of unutterable human woe. 

We send what we can of ma- 
terial aid, of human succor and of 
help. But it is all so small, be- 
side the stupor-bringing horror of 
the scene. 

Out of this shocking tragedy 
must come new precautions in 
every state of the Union to safe- 
guard the lives of the sehool chil- 
dren of America. All such trage- 
dies are preventable. ; 

Whatever the cause of this one, 
it should be discovered for the fu- 
ture safety of every school child in 
America. 


THE MEANING OF “CHEMURGIC” 

The word ‘“chemurgic’” means 
chemistry as applied to the prod- 
ucts of the farm. That form of 
science which is ever seeking new 
uses for the principal crops and for 
the by-products of the agriculturist. 

Chemurgic as applied to the 
south, according to men who know, 
means new wealth, new prosperity 
and a new social order almost mil- 
lennial in its implications. 

Dr. Carl B. Fritsche, managing di- 
rector of the National Farm Chem- 
urgic Council, recently stated that, 
from four products alone, it is pos- 
sible for the 12 southern states, in 
the next 10 years, to add $1,500,- 
000,000 to their annual earning 
power and to employ 3,000,000 ad- 
ditional workers. 


The four products to which he 
referred are the paper industry, the 
manufacture of starch from sweet 
potatoes, the tung oil industry and 
the manufacture of denatured ethyl 
alcohol. 

These four are only the begin- 
ning. Almost daily new uses are 
being found for the gifts a boun- 
tiful nature sends to man. Witness 
the successful use of cotton as a 
base for highways. The making of 
glycerine, industrial alcohol and 
caesin from rice. And scores of 
other discoveries. 

One thing, with this possibility 
of new wealth dazzling southern 
eyes turned to the future, the south 
must, however, remember. To suc- 
ceed, industry must consider more 
than the source of its raw material 
and its ability to change that ma- 
terial into the finished goods. 

Those goods must be marketed 
and they must be taken to market. 
They must be sold in competition 
with like goods from other sections, 
from other nations. 

The southern manufacturer, no 
matter what advantages he enjoys 
in the matters of supply, of climate 
and of working conditions, is hope- 
~ lessly handicapped unless he can get 
his goods to market at no greater

transportation cost than his com- 
petitor, unless he can sell those 
goods on equal footing in the mar- 
ket places of the world. 

When Emerson said that the 
world will beat a path, even though 
it be in the wilderness, to thé door 
of the man who makes a better 
mousetrap, he may have been tell- 
ing the truth for his own day. 

Today the man who makes that 
better mousetrap must also make 
it as easy for the world to buy his 
goods as it is to buy mousetraps 
made by his competitors. Other- 
wise the world will never discover 
its superiority. 


BETTER FOR BOTH 
The agreement between President 


AA Manuel Quezon, of the Philippine 


commonwealth, and government of- 
ficials at Washington to advance the 
date for complete Philippine inde- 
pendence from 1946 to either 1938 
or '39 clears the way for congres- 
sional action to that end. 

The ten-year transitory period 


| authorized under the existing agree- 
-'ment under which the Filipinos 


would receive independence step by 
step between now and 1946 is 
fraught with danger to the United 


for | States, to the peace of the Far East, 


and to the new government of the 
Philippines. 

From the standpoint of this 
country, the agreement means con- 
tinued responsibility for the na- 
tional and economic welfare of the 
Philippines. In the case of either 
internal or external trouble the 
United States is obligated to enter 
whatever gjtuation might arise. 

Since the installation of 
Quezon government, there have 
been dissatisfied elements among 
the Filipino people. Should serious 
insurrection flare and the Quezon 
government fall, it would be nec- 
essary for the United States to 
maintain peace and order until a 
new and stable government had 
been established. 

Should the Philippines become 
threatened from the outside as a 
result of the tense situation exist- 
ing in the Far East, with either 
Japan, Russia or China casting en- 
vious eyes at the islands, the United 
States is pledged to come to their 
defense until the ten-year transitory 
period is completed. 

This period was granted largely 
to enable the Filipinos to firmly es- 
tablish an independent government, 
and to reconstruct their economic 
structure so that disaster would not 
follow when they lost their favored 
position as an exporter to the 
United States. The chief products 
of the Philippines have come to 
America in the past without the ne- 
cessity of paying the tariffs which 
exporters of the same commodities 
in other nations have to pay. 

Thus the Philippine sugar pro- 
ducers have had an advantage over 
the producers of Cuba and other 
countries which made it possible for 
them to pay the heavier costs of 
transportation and still be able to 
compete successfully in the Ameri- 
can market. 

Evidently the Filipinos feel that 
they do not need as long a time 
for their economic readjustment as 
was considered necessary when the 
independence was entered into. 
Since they feel that this is so, and 
in the Quezon administration they 
have what is undoubtedly a sta- 
ble and strongly supported gov- 
ernment, it is far better that the 
transitory period be shortened as 
is now suggested. 

Since we are to get out of the 
Philippines, the sooner we do so 
the better it will be. Congress will 
do well, therefore, to act promptly 
in putting into effect the agreement 
which will be submitted by which 
complete independence will be 
granted to the Philippines by next 
year or the year after.

Ethiopian Massacres. 

NEW YORK—According to the 
meager news dispatches trickling out 
of Ethiopia, the new Italian overlords 
are proceeding in a most ruthless 
manner in the “pacification” of the 
old empire. ta as a pretext an 
attempt on the life of Marshal Ro- 
dolpho Graziani, the Blackshirt po- 
lice the other day went on a wild 
rampage in the city of Addis Ababa 
burning the huts of the natives and 
shooting down any and every individ- 
ual whom they encountered. The Lon- 
don Times speaks of thousands and 
thousands of bodies lying in the streets 
following the sudden outburst of Fas- 
cist fury. Men and women and chil- 
dren who had not the remotest con- 
nection with the plot to kill Graziani 
and who did not even know that an 
attempt had been made upon the life 
of the viceroy, were suddenly con- 
fronted with bands of heavily armed 
young Fascists who, so it is reliably 
reported, had orders to do whatever 


they liked with the natives. 

It is said that the Duce himself, 
upon learning of the flesh-wound suf- 
fered by his pro-consul, telegraphed an 
order to East Africa to mete out so 
heavy a punishment that no Ethio- 
pian will henceforth dare to lift his 
eyes to an Italian. The order was 
strictly and promptly carried out. Not 
that Signor Graziani himself would 
have dealt more  leniently or more 
justly with the natives. Graziani 
knows nothing about mercy or com- 
passion and prides himself on the 
fact, verified by the League of Na- 
tions, that under his administration 
of another Italian colony, Tripoli, the 
population of two million, six hun- 
dren-odd thousands was reduced to 
67.000. In other words more than 
2,000,000 people were exterminated. 

It was in fact in recognition of 
Graziani’s “high qualities” as a colo- 
nial administrator in Tripoli that he 
was charged with the “pacification” of 
Italy’s new East African empire. He 
is apparently running true to form 
and doing what is expected of him. 
There have been mass executions al- 
most uninterruptedly in the Ethiopian 
cities since Italy took over. This, ac- 
cording to the reports of various for- 
eign consuls. 

What has happened in the rural 
regions, in those almost inaccessible 
areas on the confines of Kenya where 
resistance still goes on in the form of 
a guerrilla may be imagined. “A terri- 
ble vengeance,” for instance, is report- 
td to have been taken for the attack 
upon a party of Italian aviators who 
had descended in a western province 
to look over the site for a flying 
field. Villages in a radius of 100 
miles of the place where the Italian 
party was shot down were given over 
to the flames and the inhabitants, 
young and old, male and female, giv- 
en over to the sword. 

All foreign newspaper correspond- 
ents have since long been barred from 
Ethiopia so that nothing definite is 
really known about the way Italy is 
administering her new colonies. The 
terror rages in darkness. And nothing 
can be done about it. The Negus may, 
and surely will, voice a protest at 
one of the coming sessions of the 
League council, but that will be the 
end of it. Italy is “civilizing’’ Ethio- 
pia. Italy is a first-class European 
power and nobody is going to get him- 
self into trouble over the fate of a 
mob of savages in the heart of Africa. 
This business is going on, mark well, 
in the twentieth century, in a world 
that stands in the token of the re- 
ligion of brotherly love and as ff no 
higher justice existed. But that jus- 
tice does exist and its judgment on 
our blasphemous generation will be 
terrible, yes, terrible beyond words. 


HEALTH TALKS

It is only fair to say, said Dr. 
Wilson G. Smillie, professor of pub- 
lic health administration, Harvard 
School of Public Health, in a news- 
paper article, it is only fair, he eoft- 
ened it, instead of letting ’em have 
it on the nose, as some other doctor 
might, “only fair to say that some au- 
thorities are quite sure that colds are 
due to exposure, and that is certainly 
the average opinion.” 

This is right up your alley, said 
a newspaperman who kindly sent me 
the clipping. “Oh, well, I am gratified 
to find the distinguished Professor 
Smillie sort of edging over this way, 
but he is polite about it—I don’t know. 
He may sidle back to the other side 
next week, 

When he was working in Alabama 
he found many people who were sure 
that malaria was caused by eating 
watermelons, Dr. Smillie observed. 
The Alabama people were convinced 
of that because the seasons coincided. 
I believe I heard from one of them 
the other day. My correspondent told 
me in effect that I was daffy if I 
thought malaria was contracted from 
the bite (inoculation) of a mosquito, 
for he had suffered all kinds of ma- 
laria while down south and never had 
seen a single or even a married mos- 
quito. He reminded me that I myself 
have stated that people can be poi- 
soned by inhaling carbon monoxide 
fumes, and so, if I am at all con- 
sistent, I must admit 7 can be 
poisoned with malaria by inhaling the 
odors of decaying vegetable matter. 

Dr. Smillie continues: “Colds come 
coincidentally with cold weather, so 
for generations people have assumed 
a casual relationship. A man says: 
‘I went skiing and got thoroughly 
chilled, and I caught cold.’ But he 
probably picked up the virus on the 
snow train, before he started to ski.” 

That reminds me. I wonder if folks 
in Alabama or anywhere else believe 
malaria is caused by cold—a chill is 
usually the first manifestation of ma- 
Inria. Perhaps they would believe so 
if there were only the first chill, but 
it would be diffieult to explain regular 
_— every alternate day, wouldn’t 
t 

Sometimes I think it is too bad 
the chill or chilliness that ushers in 
pneumonia, flu, bronchitis, tonsillitis, 
grip, coryza, measles, scarlet fever, 
smallpox, epidemic meningitis (cerebro- 
spinal fever), diphtheria, erysipelas, 
septicemia or what have you does not 
recur a few times during the course 
of the illness—but then, if it did, 
some one would be sure to say eh-heh, 
so you let the fire go down, or didn’t 
kéep under the covers, or there must 
have been a draft in the sickroom. 

Even the revered Dr. Osler, though 
at great pains to point out, in the 
“doctor’s bible,” that the initial chill 
of pneumonia is an early symptom 
consequent to infection, opined in the 
“Practice.” and believed to his dying 
day, that “cold is a factor in lowering 
the resistance of the bronchial and 
pulmonary tissues.” 

Naturally any one experiencing 
chilliness or a chill wants to get warm 
by any means that will restore com- 
fort, just as one desires to be relieved 
of ache or pain or other distress in- 
cident to illness. But it does not fol- 
low that relieving aches, pain or chill- 
iness prevents or cures the illness.

Fatty Tumor. 

What is the cause of fatty tumor 
under the arm? Can it reduced 
or remored by dieting? Should there 
be any discomfort from such a tnu- 
mor?—(Mrs. H.-F. A.) 

Answer—Cause unknown. Fatty 
tumor can be removed only by surg- 
ery. Diet has no relation to such 
tumor. It should cause no special 
discomfort, unless it becomes inflamed.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—The official smoking-up of the 
national state of alarm is progressing a little too well for the 
comfort of those who are doing it. Certain of the fire-fanners are now 
slipping away from the blaze they have started and are emulating Presi- 
dent Roosevelt by taking a spring vacation. (Messrs. Eccles, Bell, Roper, 
Morgenthau and many others have left town or are leaving.) It may 
be too much to say some of them have been overcome by the millions 
of their own, or by other, words, but certainly they are not now relax- 
ing in complete comfort. | 

For one thing, the Eccles tocsin rang a little too loud and clear. 
Commodity speculators viewed it as they did the Hoover speeches in 
the old days of the previous administration, and went off in a direction 
opposite that to which Eccles pointed. The bond market did likewise, 
to an extent. which will make Mr. Morgenthau’s rest sporadic or worse 
for some time. :

: inson play in the senate seemed to some critical 
observers to be a little too good.

_ Dr.. M. Ashby Jones delivered an 
interesting and helpful address on 
Monday of this week to the Atlanta 
Baptist ministers association, speak- 
ing on Liberalism.

I think that the heart of Dr. Jones’ 
address may be found in this sentence : 

“Only that which I think for myself 
has intellectual value; only that which 
I choose for myself has moral worth: 
only that which I believe for myself 
has redeeming power.” 

Any person, anywhere, any time, 
who willeth to know of the teaching, 
may know. We have the words of 
Jesus for this statement. And I am 
reminded of the statement of the late 
Dr. E. Y. Mullins that the human soul 
is competent to deal directly with 
God. And so, whether one calls him- 
self a liberal or a conservative makes 
very little difference with me, pro- 
vided he is willing to accept and fol- 
low the leading of the Holy Spirit 
as He reveals the love and will of God 
for his life. We need have no fear of 
truth, for God is truth. There is no 
truth apart from Him. And if we are 
His, we shall know the truth and the 
truth will make us free. 

“Trust in the Lord, and do good: 
so shalt thou dwell in the land, and 
verily thou shalt be fed. Delight thy- 
self also in the Lord; and He shall 
give thee the desires of thy heart.” 
Only let us be very sure that there 
is a clearcut and uncompromising 
commitment of heart and life to Him 
and He will make known Himself 
and His will to us.

Texas Tragedy ‘Worse Than War’, 


Veteran Exclaims During Rescue 


“1 Went Through Four Years—This Is First Time I Ever 
Saw Anything Worse,” He Says; Parents Whose

NEW LONDON, Texas, March 19. 
Tonight the “richest little town in 
the world’ was the poorest. 

Oil town folk are hard folk. They’re 
big and tough, and they live the same 
way. 

Friday night is always a gala night 
in an oil town. Because Friday is pay 
day and tomorrow is Saturday, when 
all the joints are open—wide open. 

You should see this oil town to- 
night. The only places where thefe 
are crowds are the telegraph com- 

anies (“Try and be here by 12 stop 

obby will be buried in the early aft- 
ernoon”); the funeral homes (“No, 
it ain’t her, Oh, God!”), and the hos- 
pitals (“Be as quiet as you can, 
please’). 

The backyards of funeral homes are 
packed with coffins. Here, and in 
Overton, the overflow even made it 
necessary to utilize the space in ga- 
rages, laundries and abandoned build- 


ings. 
Accustomed to Tragedies. 

Oil folk are accustomed to tragedies 
—minor tragedies. Hardly a month 
passes that a “roughneck” doesn’t get 
burned to death, or a “rigger” lose 
his footing on the top of a 100-foot 
derrick. They accept those things as 
part of the work. But this explosion— 
rendered them helpless. 

Tonight Main street was choked 
with men and women just shuffling 
along. Now and then a child passed, 
his face swathed in gauze patches. 

There was Johnny Farrand, 16, of 
the seventh grade. 

“What -happened, Johnny?” 


“Well, I was sitting in the study 
hall and all of a sudden there was a 
sorta wham. I saw the walls come 
in, and the dust fly. I knocked out a 
window and jumped out.” 

The study hall was on the second 


floor. 
Worse Than War. 

I can best describe the conditions 
at the site of the once beautiful, New 
London schoolhouse by quoting a 
“roustabout” I talked to as he swung 
his pick into the debris. 

“I’m an Englishman,” he said, “and 
I went through four years of the war. 
And this is the first time I ever saw 
anything that was worse.” 

For one quarter block there was 
nothing but ruin. It was as if a tre- 
mendous cathedral had been struck 
dead center by a bomb. 

I watched mothers and fathers su- 
perintend the crowbarring of their 
children’s lockers. It was almost more 
than one could bear as they were 
handed sweaters, baseball gloves, ten- 
nis racquets, and books. Some of the 
lockers were half a block away. 

I talked to the school plumber who, 
two minutes before the blast, missed 
a needed tool and walked outside to 
his car to fetch it. 

Thankful for Hookey. 

I talked to parents who, earlier in 
the day, had whipped their ehildren for 
playing hookey. 

They cried with joy as they told me 
of the punishment they had meted out. 

But there were more than 400 that 
I didn’t talk to. >

A LITTLE SATURDAY TALK. 


A letter from s reader in Boissevain, 
Manitoba, contains interesting ques- 
tions about two planets: 

“Dear Uncle y: Will you please 
explain how Jupiter can have only five 
hours of daylight and five hours of 
night? And why does Mars have a day 
20 minutes longer and a night 20 min- 
utes longer than the earth? Your 
friend, Ethel Zeiler.” 

The days and nights depend on the 
speed with which the planets twist 
around. Some twist much faster than 
cthers. 


The planet Mars twists around once 
in the space of 24 hours, 37 minutes 
and seconds. This means that on 
the average daylight and darkness each 
last half of that time. Mars has sea- 
sons, the same as the earth, and there 
are long days at a given place in sum- 
mer, and short days in winter, but 
taking the average we can count day- 
light and darkness as “half and half.” 

The giant | onsen Jupiter has a much 
fuster rate of turning. It twists around 
once in nine hours and 55 minutes. A 
certain place on Jupiter receives light 
from the sun for close to five hours 
each day, and is turned away from the 
sun close to five hours each night— 
on the average. 

The planet Uranus seems to be the 
least known of the planets. It is 19 
times as far from the sun as the earth. 
It twists around in about 10 hours 
end 50 minutes, meaning almost five

| Of course the “hour” is ag inven- 
tion of people. A day is a very real 
thing, a fact of nature which we could 
not change, and the same is true of a 
year. An hour, on the other hand, is 
just something to make it @asy to 
count time. Credit is given to the olden 
Egyptians for being first te divide 
daylight into 12 parts... They had 
shadow clocks which marked sig parts, 
or hours, in the 3 - and six parts 
ir the afternoon. People later divided 
the night into 1° parts, making a to- 
tal of 24 hours. : 

At this period of the year, the di- 
viding line between winter and spring, 
we are having days with nearly the 
same amount of daylight and darkness. 
In June we shall have days with far 
more daylight than darkness, and next 
December nights will be longer than 
our periods of daylight. The changes 
are due to the f‘lt in the earth's axis, 
for the turning of the earth always 
takes 24 hours. On the average we 
ean say we have 12 hours of night 
‘and 12 Bours of daylight.

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HOUSE APPROVES BILL 
~ FOR SENATE DISTRICT 
+ EXCLUSWE TO FULTON 
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Governor Expected To Sign 
Constitutional Amendment 
for Vote in June. 


Submission of a constitutional 
amendment which would make Fulton 
county a separate state senatorial] dis- 
trict was approved yesterday by the 
house of representatives and now goes 
to Governor Rivers for his signature. 
The amendment will be voted on in the 


election of June 8. The senate ap- 

roved the proposal two weeks ago. 
t was sponsored by Senator G. Ever- 
ett Millican, of Atlanta. 

At present there are 51 senatorial 
districts in the estate, Fulton being a 

art of the 35th district, which also 
includes Clayton and Henry counties. 
Until last year the counties followed 
the rotation rule, Fulton having the 
senator for two terms, and Henry and 
Clayton counties having the member 
one term each. 

Last year Fulton county asked Clay- 
ton to waive the courtesy rule in or- 
der that Senator Millican might have 
a second term and get through the 
amendment approved yesterday. It 
was passed by the assembly two years 
ago and Governor Talmadge vetoed it. 
Clayton county declined to waive and 
Fulton abandoned the rule, permitting 
Senator Millican to run for re-election. 
He won by a large majority. 

Senator Millican expressed deep ap-: 
preciation when notified the measure 
had been given a favorable vote on 
a house roll call, 

“The members of both the senate 
and house of representatives have been 
more than fair to Fulton county,” the 
Atlantan said. “They realize that the 
largest county in the state, which has 
important business at every session of 
the assembly, should always have one 
of its own citizens in the senate. I 
feel certain the people will give their 
approval at the general election.” 

Downstate supporters of the. pro- 
posal in the house of representatives 
pointed out that the need for a sena- 
tor from Fulton county was shown 
during the current session more than 
ever before. They stressed the fact 
that a number of major Atlanta local 
bills have been acted on and that had 
the senator been from either Claston 


or Henry counties he could not have|™- 


easily familiarized himself with the 
needs of the city so as to intelligently 
act on the bills. 

An effort was made six years ago 
to create a new senatorial district out 
of the counties of Cook and Berrien 
but this was voted down by the people.

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GARDENING

We are so interested to have many 
men take an interest in gardening 
that I must be sure to write some 


of my spring garden notes about the 
things that they are especially inter- 
ested in. Can you guess what that 
will be? 

Dahlias. Almost all men love to 
grow dahlias, and they always succeed. 
First they are interested, they never 
garden just because someone else is 
doing it. Then they are willing to give 
what it takes to do a good job. Men 
who garden always give the necessary 
attention to the soil. They seem to 
understand the fundamentals more 
than women do. They garden for the 
physical exercise, rather than for the 
beauty of the garden. And dahlias 
take physical exercise. 

But all men who grow dahlias do 
not know that dahlias like a slightly 
acid soil,. to be technical, ph. 41-2. 
They like the soil to be very porous 
and pliable and cultivated deep. Now 
remember this talk is for men, so 
will be bold to say, three feet deep. 
You know if a man wants soil dug 
three feet deep so that he can grow 
dahlias as big as dinner plates he will 
not hesitate to.do so. That is one 
thing I like about men, when they run 
for a stret car they usually catch it. 

Now is the time to be preparing this 
soil, for the longer it has to mellow 
the better it will be for growing 
dahlias. If. you will prepare each hole 
properly you will find that the entire 
area is mostly worked up. I am not 
going to say hole, for so many people 
think that-a-hole-is a very small open- 
ing in the ground: So I think that I 
will say prepare a big opening in the 
ground ecounene to these directions.

“YOUR FIGURE, MADAME!’

RELAX AND EXERCISE. 
There is nothing to equal relaxing 
for loveliness. It has even reached the 


point where you are urged to relax 
and take your exercise! 

Miss Rose Bernie, who advocates 
relaxing for beauty while exercising 
for your figure, gives specific direc- 
tions ‘for this seemingly impossible 
trick: “Learn to breathe as rhyth- 
mically as if you were sleeping sound- 
ly. . . . Take the movements slowly, 
and strétchily. Then, lie down and 
rest.’ It is during rest following ex- 
ercise that the muscles are built up. 

The whole idea of exercise inter- 
spersed with relaxing periods is to 
quiet jangled nerves and erase worry 
lines. Such a plan normalizes the ex- 
ercise program of the underweight 
who is inclined to work too strenu- 
ously, as well as that of the over- 
weight who is entitled to a rest pe- 
riod following a real workout. 

On the whole, more people are tired 
from lack of exercise than from an 
overdose of it, but exercise never 
should increase nervous tension. Plan- 
ned physical activity to counterbal- 
ance mental work should leave you 
pleasantly tired and relaxed. For this 
reason stretching exercises, which are 
extremely relaxing in their effects are 
favored. Begin your relaxing exer- 
cises with this simple movement: 

Stand with feet together, hands 
clasped high overhead and the entire 
body stretching upward. Now, holding 
the hips still, circle the trunk at the 
waise, rotating in wide, easy circles.

This stretching exercise will relax 
you. 


The program should be progressive 
and the second exercise involves more 
stretch. Still standing with feet to- 
gether, bend the trunk forward to 
torm a right angle with the hips, then 
bend backward, letting the head drop 
back loosely on the nape of the neck, 
with knees bent forward in front. 
Three times will be enough. 

Now, stretch for posture: Stand 
with feet comfortably apart, and bend 
the body backward, chin tilted up high 
in air. Standing in this position. 
swing both arms lazily. This exercise 
strengthens the muscles of-the bust, 
shoulders, upper arms and abdomen. 

Finally, for a really thorough 
stretch: Lie flat on the floor on the 
stomach, arms straight out at 
sides, feet stretching down. 
arms, 
floor as you can get them: return to 
the floor and relax. It will help you 
to maintain rhythm if you count 
while doing the exercise .The exercise 
gets every muscle in the body, includ- 
ing those that are to blame for double 
chins and that girdle-top roll. 

Never exercise to the point of 
fatigue. Stop at intervals and rest 
for your exercise should help you to 
relax.

LEGALIZED GAMBLING 


Fulton Body Passes Resolu- 
tions Against Proposed 
Legislation. 


The Fulton grand jury, in special 


resolution, yesterday protested legali- 


zation of horse racing, dog racing and 
the operation of slot machines, de- 
claring such activities will bring “a 
horde of gamblers and touts and un- 
desirable citizens’ into the state and 
“would have the effect of debauching 
our own citizens for the sake of a 
little revenue.” 

The resolutions were addressed to 
Roy Harris, as speaker of the house 
of representatives; John P. Spivey, 
president of the senate, and Governor 
Rivers. They were signed by Fore- 
man Lewis C. Gregg, Secretary Nel- 
son Crist and 22 of the 23 jurors, the 
other member being absent. 

Protesting the passage of the pro- 
posed laws, the grand jury said they 
believed such law would be ‘harmful 
to Atlanta and the state at large. 

“We are advised as to conditions 
prevailing in Florida where this exper- 
iment has been made. The licensing 
of gambling in Florida has been so 
hurtful to communities of that state 
that dog racing and slot machines have 
been recently voted out. 

“In Jacksonville legalized gambling 
has been so hurtful to merchants and 
businessmen of that city that it se- 
riously interfered with the collection 
of honest debts, due to the fact that 
debtors had gambled away wages and 
salaries on horse and. dog races and 
slot machines. | 

“To legalize gambling would bring 
into this state, and among our midst, 
a horde of gamblers and touts and 
undesirable citizens for the sake of a 
little revenue. without considering the 
evils it would bring and great loss 
that would be sustained by the citizens 
of this state.”

Hollywood Today 


HOLLYWOOD, March 19.—There 
are approximately 65 companies in 
Hollywood’s Poverty Row, making pot- 
boilers for the double-bill market and 
for small communities that prefer 
cheap action and western pictures to 
the million-dollar product demanded 
by big city sophisticates, 

Most of the well-known directors 
and producers of today have been grad- 
uated from Poverty Row—among them 
W. S.-Van Dyke, Harry Cohn, whose 
Columbia Pictures Corporation had a 
Poverty Row address before “It Hap- 
pened One Night’”’ boosted it to major 
strength; B. P. Schulberg and the 
Warner Brothers. 

Stars of yesterday find a working 
haven in the street of cheap pictures 
when the paying public says, 
“enough.” Herbert Rawlinson, Betty 
Compson, Eddie Quillan, Bryant 
Washburn, Tim McCoy, William Far- 
num, Charles Ray, Grace Bradley, 
Madge Bellamy, William Boyd, Monte 
Blue, Conrad Nagel and Ken May- 
nard are a few erstwhile favorites 
finding solace from the missing plau- 
dits of the public before the cameras 
of “quickie” productions. 

Exceptions to this rule are Poverty 
Row graduates Preston Foster, Gin- 
ger Rogers, Bruce Cabot, Lew Ayers, 
H. B. Warner. Three years ago, Fos- 
ter appeared in “Corruption,” for Wil- 
liam Berke productions. The film cost 
$15,000 and was completed within a 
week. The leading man received less 
than $1,000 for his role. Premiered in 
New York’s Mayfair theater, the film 
made $1,500 in one week—10 per cent 
of the total cost. As a result, Foster 
was signed by Fox, later with R. K. 
gg and now earns $40,000 per 
ilm. 

Old-timer Harry Carey, gentleman 
of the old western school, is unique 
in Hollywood. He actually prefers 
Poverty Row to the gilded major 
studios, and has turned down several 
fancy offers from the latter. Carey, 
one of the few present-day western 
stars who knows: which end of the 
horse is which, has the largest and 
longest western audience and ‘is con- 
tent serving it. 

The chief problem confronting 
“quickie” producers is speed—an ex- 
tra day of shooting may swallow the 
entire profits. There is no such major 
studio extravagance as shooting a se- 
quence or more times unfil perfec- 
tion is attained. “Shoot the rehear- 
sal” is Poverty Row’s slogan, with 
one “take” as the limit. Players—in- 
cluding “stars’—are hired by the day, 
receiving from $1 to $200—for “im- 
portant day players.” And they work 
hard for their money. 

Shooting schedules vary from four 
to 14 days, with an average of eight 
days from start to finish of the pic- 
ture. Costs are between $2,000 to $50.- 
000 for a really ambitious “quickie.” 
Sometimes two westerns, with the 
same cast, same director and crew, 
are made simultaneously to save 
money. 

Noah Beery put in 22 consecutive 
hours in one day to finish his assign- 
ment with a “quickie” company. Some- 
one asked him later what he was do- 
ing. “I’ve just finished a serial,” he 
said wearily. 

A recent Harry Carey western had 
a seven-day shooting schedule. Every- 
thing went smoothly until the last day, 
when it started to rain. Several out- 
door sequences remained to be shot, 
but, without wasting a minute, the di- 
rector rewrote the ending for an in- 
door finish. 

A funny “quickie” anecdote con- 
cerns a company working in a local 
airdrome., Again it was the last day 
of shooting. The picture had to be in 
the “can” that evening—or there would 
be no profits. It looked as though a 
precious half hour would be wasted 
when a pilot brought his machine from 
the hangar and exercised the engine 
within earshot of the film makers. 
The frantie director fell down rushing 
toward the plane, his dark glasses 
fell off and he realized it was still 
daylight instead of the dusk created 
by his spectacles. 

Tenants of Poverty Row—tThe title 
is a term, not a locality—are con- 
stantly shifting. Each year, new op- 
timistic “quickie” producers open shop. 
Each year, bankrupt companies dis- 
appear. A few, such as Republic, 
Grand National, Chesterfield, and 
George Hirliman, not only weather 
the vicissitudes of the “quickie” mar- 
ket, but expand and encroach on ma- 
jor company territory. 

Republic—Which now combine sevy- 
eral former ‘quickie’ companies— 
tried recently, without success, to sign 
Fredric March for ““Two Years Before 
the Mast’—at a salary of $75,000. 
This company started a year. and a 
half ago. Today, capital is around $5,- 
000,000, yearly output 64 films, budg- 
et from $40,000 to $500,000 per pic- 
ture. “Follow Your Heart,” starring 
Michael Bartlett and Marion ‘Talley, 
marked its first ambitious feature, 
and is being followed by “The Hit 
Parade,” featuring Duke Ellington 
and his band, Frances Langford and 
Phil Regan. 

Almost anyone can be a “quickie” 
producer—if he has an idea and can

Contract Bridge 


By ELY CULBERTSON.

Herewith is presented another 
portion of Mr. Culbeftson’s work 
on contract, the “Gold Book of 
Bidding and Play, which is be- 
ing reproduced in this column in 
daily installments. 


PART-SCORE BIDDING. 

A player may make a forcing take- 
out of an opening suit or no-trump 
bid of ‘one, or a forcing rebid over 
partner’s response, despite a part- 
score, with a jump of one trick in a 
new suit. These bids are forcing for 
only one round. The usual honor 
trick requirements may be shaded by 
the responder with solid suits or two- 
suiters. He should not shade the hon- 
or trick requirements for the forcing 
take-out on any balanced hand which 
offers strong defense against a pos- 
sible opposing overcall. 

After the forcing take-out, the open- 
er must bid at least once. If he raises 


for one round. If he bids d new suit 
or jumps one trick in his own suit, 
it also is forcing for one round. 
in the case of the opening two bid, 
any bid in a new suit and any jump 
in a suit previously bid is forcing for 
one round thereafter. But if either 
partner simply rebids his suit or bids 
no-trump, the other now may pass.

A low heart was ruffed, and de- 
clarer’s hand entered with the club 
ace. A third heart was ruffed, and 
now declarer made his fatal error. 

With the necessity of re-entering 
his hand in order to ruff his last heart 
with Dummy’s ten of diamonds, he 
used a problematical entry instead of 
a sure one. On the assumption that 
the club finesse would have to be 
taken sooner or later, he took ‘it at 
this point. West ruffed, and prompt- 
ly banged down the ace of trumps, 
thus prohibiting a heart ruff. The con- 
tract was down one. 

Declarer’s club finesse had been 
premature by just one trick. It was 
vital for him to ruff the fourth heart, 
and the only certain method of doing 
this was to enter his hand by ruffing 
a spade. Only after all the hearts 
had been taken care of should the club 
finesse have been risked. The second

IN AINTREE RACE 


Half Million See Only 
Seven Horses of 33 
Starters Survive Test.

AINTREE, Eng., March 19.—() 
Leaping Aintree’s forbidding fences 
and brooks like a stag and running 
light-footed on the sodden flat, Hugh 
Lioyd Thomas’ Royal Mail, a hand- 
some black gelding, today won the 
99th running of the Grand National 
Steeplechase. 

A crowd estimated at a half-mil- 
lion, including the King and Queen, 
saw the four-and-a-half-mile course 
take a terrifie toll of the 33 starters 
including six American-owned horses 
and Dorothy Paget’s Golden Miller, 
8-to-1 favorite. Only geven survived 
the 30 treacherous fences. 

Never farther back than fourth, 
Royal Mail was earmarked as the 
winner from the time he stepped con- 
fidently into the lead, shortly after 
completing the first circuit. 

Although no mares have won the 
classic in several generations it re- 
mained for one of them—Jimmy 
Rank’s Cooleen—to give Royal Mail 
the only competition he had—except 
from the doggedly persistent rider- 
less runner, Drim—in the the last 
half-mile. 

FALTERS IN STRETCH. ; 

Cooleen was right at Royal Mail’s 
flank at the final jump but she could 
not stand the pressure in the closing 
drive and finished three lengths back. 

Another lady of the turf BE, W. W. 
Bailey's Pucka Belle, was third 10 
lengths back of leen. Then came 
Sir David Llewellyn’s Ego, favorite 
until supplanted by the Miller a few 
hours before the race, R. Strutt’s 
Orown Prince, A. Pilkington’s Pen- 
craik and S. Wilkinson’s Don Brad- 
man. The latter fell at the first 
jump but wae remounted and finish- 
ed a quarter-mile back of the leaders. 

In winning the purse of $50,250 in 
slow time of 9:59.9, Royal Mail not 
only paid his backers—and they were 
legion until he ran two bad races a 
few weeks ago—100 to 6 but kept 
the grand national “in the family,” 
he’s a half-brother of Reynoldstown, 
winner the last two years. Both were 
sired by My Prince, an Irish Stallion. 

Cooleen was a rank outsider at 
33 to 1 while Pucka Belle was well 
backed at 100 to 6.

Senate Body Hears Law 


Schools Witnesses Ask 
+ Passage of Proposal. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—(>)— 
Justices of the supreme court declined 
today an invitation to give the senate 
4udiciary committee their opinions of 
the Roosevelt court reorganization pro- 


posal. 

Leading members of the opposition 
group in the senate, eager to obtain 
testimony from the justices, had ex- 
tended the informal invitation.
